The city council of Atherton on 
Tusday was givn a rport by City 
Clerk Thomas G. Packham that the 
Atherton-Menlo Park drainage 
ditch was about 60 per cent com- 
pleted in the project of widening 
ang deepening. 

The workmen are now clearing 
the ditch on Middlefield road and 
will next be working along Marsh 
road.

Through ar- 
rangements made by Dudley Moul- 
ton, director of the State Agricult- 
ure Department, Governor James 
Rolph is to broadcast his biennial 
message at a joint meeting of Sen- 
ate ang Assembly in the State 
|Capitel on the evening of Tuesday,

between the hours of 8:30 and 9:30 
|p. m. and will be carried over the

While this is a good season for the motorist to 
determine that he will drive more carefully during 
1933, it is also a proper time for the pedestrian to re- 
solve that he will avoid those errors which in 1931 
killed 14,500 walkers and injured nearly 300,000. 

Maxwell Halsey, Traffic Engineer of the Nation- 
al Bureau of Casualty and Surety Underwriters, has 
drawn up aset of resolution for the man-a-foot. 
They are:

I will not cross a street 
against me, nor will I cross 
intersections. 

I will not cross at intersections where there are 
no signals without looking to traffic. 

I will not come from behind parked ears without 
observing what is before me. 

I will not get on or off a street car without satis- 
fying myself that my way is clear and I will not take 
it forgranted that all motorists always obey all rules. 

I will not take a chance any place against a 
dangerous driver.

T will not forget to walk on left side of road so 
that I can face on-coming cars. 

I will not cross at a sharp curve or just at the 
prow of a steep hill where I cannot see what is com-- 
ing.

Gault MacGowan, managing editor of the Trini- 
dad Guardian, Port-or-Spain (B. W. I.) says: 

“The more I see of advertising the more I am 
convinced that we know nothing about it. 

‘“‘We built up a world boom by advertising lux- 
uries wee could do without; then when the luxuries 
were doing all the business there was a slump in pri- 
mary Commodities. Naturally and logically. Every 
one was buying luxuries and was learning to do with- 
out primary products. 

“Whe girls smoked ciragettes instead of eating 
sugar Gandy and chocolate! they gave up bread for 
rusks; they beg2n to use artificial silk instead of wool 
and cotton and flannel; we used electricity instead of 
coal; we learned to eat canned goods instead of vil- 
lage produce. Thousands of people acquired a taste 
for canned milk instead of fresh. — 

‘“W hat did primary products do? Instead of ad- 
vertising their way to success too, they cried over- 
production. Overproduction is only a child’s way of 
saying *mo buyers.’ 

‘Took around and see who advertises lesat. It 
is the producer of primary products every time. They 
got the idea that they were indispensable and when 
they found they were not, they sat down and wept 
instead of taking a course in salesmanship. 

“Rortunes used to be made out of land and 
farming. The farmer was the one-man shop in the 
one-horse town. FEiwery body had to go to him or 
starve. Nowadays instead of going to the farmer it 
is easier to buy canned food; luxuries advertised by 
middlemen or importers. The farmer sits around and 
wonders where his customers have gone. 

“Wee cando without bread, coca, sugar, potatoes 
and practically all the fresh produce there is: But the 
producers ‘kid’ themselves that we can’t. They blame 
economies and overproduction for lack of sales. If 
they advertised and packed the market, like every- 
body else, they would not get left in the rush. 

“W hen the primary producers learn to keep pace 
in their advertising with the producers of luxury 
goods, the world will get balanced again. So long as 
the primary producers don’t get together and adver- 
tise so long will they tell a hard luck tale. And so 


long will the world slump, because, though we all like 
luxuries, we can only buy them so long as enough of

Particular Punch: Melt two 
squares chocolate in a double 
boiler. Smooth two teaspoons 


cornstarch with two tablespoons 
cold water, add one-half cup sugai 
and a few grains of cinnamon 
and add to melted chocolate. Add 
two cups of hot strong coffee, and 
cook until creamy, stirring con- 
stantly, cover and cook ten min- 
utes. Chill. Add two and one- 
half cups chilled evaporated milk, 
and serve in tall glasses with a 
dab of whipped cream on top, 
This makes four or five cups. 
Holiday Stein: Mix one gallon 
of sweet cider with one and one- 
half pounds brown sugar, a six- 
inch stick of cinnamon, one table- 
spoon whole cloves, one table. 
spoon whole alispice, one piece 
whole mace, one-half teaspoon 
salt and two tablespoons crystal- 
lized ginger, and simmer ten min- 
utes. Strain. Add the contents 
of two ten-ounce cans grapefruit 
juice and one-half cup orange 
juice, and reheat, but do not boil.

‘aan Put Forward 


_. as Inventor of Chess 

Many theories are put forward as 
to the origin of chess. 

Whether it was invented by the 
Oninese, the Hindus, the Persians, 
or the Greeks, it is quite certain 
that the game is over 1,500 years 
old, as it has been mentioned In 
manuscripts written 15 centuries 
ago. 

A Chinese general of long ago, 
Hansing by name, has been cred- 
ited in some quarters with its in- 
vention. 

The general’s armies were invad- 
ing the country of Shansi where, 
during the summertime, his troops 
were satisfied with their lot, but 
amidst the heavy snows of winter 
much discontent arose, 

To allay this feeling of unrest, it 
ig said that the general, after much 
thought, invented a game which he 
called chong-hi, or the royal game. 

Clever chess players in the Fif- 
teenth and Sixteenth centuries were 
very important personages, with 
places at court, and the added title 
of “royal chess player.” 

One such was a Spaniard, Ruy 
Lopez, a name familiar to all stu- 
dents of the game, who was sup- 
posed to be invincible, and who 
lived in great style at Madrid. 

But a youth named Leonardo, 
after beating a pirate chief at the 
game (and thereby rescuing his 
brother, who had been held to ran- 
80m), proceeded to the capital and 
beat the master before the assem 
bled court of Spain. 

English Philanthropist 

William Tuke was a member of 
an English family, several genera- 
tions of which were celebrated for 
their efforts In the cause of philan- 
thropy. He was born at York on 
March 24, 1732. His name is con- 
nected with the humane treatment 
of the insane, for whose care he 
projected in 1792 the Retreat at 
York under the management of the 
Society of Friends, which became 
famous as an institution in which 
a bold attempt was made to man- 
age lunatics without the excessive 
restraints tLefti regarded as essen- 
tial, 


Model Town a Failure 

Pullman, which is now a part of 
Chicago, was founded in 1880 by 
George Mortimer Pullman, the in- 
ventor of the Pullman car and 
founder of the Pullman Palace Car 
company. He attempted to make it 
a model town, and even the public 
works were the property of the com- 
pany and managed as a business in- 
vestment. Popular discontent with 
the conditions led to the annexation 
of Pullman to Chicago in 1889, but 
until 1910 the corporation held most 
of the property. 


Explorers Have Mapped 
Out Old Mother Earth 


Are there any more great rivers 
left anywhere on the globe for man 
to explore? Only a little more than 
fifty years ago bold adventurers of 
a half dozen nations were plunging 
into the depths of Africa, not to be 
heard from again for months and 
years, and perhaps never to emerge 
at all, Burton and Speke, Grant 
and Baker, Stanley, Kandt and Bau- 
mann, and a hundred more were 
seeking to find the source of the 
Nile. Conversely, others were try- 
ing to unriddle the puzzle of the 
Lualaba, the mighty river which 
flowed in central Africa, going no 
body knew whither, It was Stanley 
who revealed the unsuspected mag- 
nitude of that river system and suc- 
ceeded after almost incredible hard- 
ships in following it to its mouth. 
It and the Congo were one, but the 
Congo then had been traced only a 
hundred miles inland from the At- 
lantic. But after all is said, what 
marvel can compare with the won- 
der of the Mississippi as it carried 
Marquette below the mouth of the 
Ohio and La Salle all the way to 
the gulf? <A few more years dnd 
men will be longing for new planets 
to explore, 


Railroad Cages 

Stephenson, inventor of the steam 
locomotive, is said to have ada ted 
the gage of his engine from t it 
of his farm wagon wheels. Home 
drawn wheeled vehicles had been of 
approximately that gage since the 
days of Roman chariots. Various 
gages, ranging from 3 feet in the 
East to 5 feet in California, were 
employed in the United States for 
50 years, but now all save industrial 
short lines are 4 feet 8%4 inches. 
This is standard over most of the 
world, but India has a gage of 54% 
feet, Russia 5 feet and Japan 3 
feet, 


Craftsmen Bonded 

While the New England colonists 
were very cager for skilled crafts- 
men to start up their trade in their 
village, they nevertheless were very 
cautious and wary, fearful that the 
stranger might prove shiftless and 
end in being a burden on the com- 
munity, unless, of course, he had 
visible means of support. ‘To pro- 
tect the colonists, the town pontiffs 


required that some one go bail for 


the newcomer, 

So we read in 1680: “I, John 
Usher of Boston, merchant, bind me 
unto Capt. Thomas Brattle, treas- 
urer of the said town, in the sum of 
forty pounds that William Smith,

For four days, after reading the 
announcement that the DeWitt Clin- 
ton would undertake a passenger 
run the full fifteen-mile length of 
the road, the burghers of the Hud- 
son valley bickered.

Then September 24, 1831, arrived. 
Conductor John T. Clark, first pas- 
senger railroad conductor in the 
North, tootled a tin horn as signal 
to the engineer to start, and the 
DeWitt Clinton, with a three-car 
train rocking behind it, was off on 
the first trip over the entire route

Alleges Distemper Is 


Spread by Human Race 
When a man bites a dog— But, 
according to a report of Dr. Charles 
Nicolle to the French Academy of 
Science, man is biting the dog rath- 
er seriously—by serving as a reser- 
voir for the dreaded distemper 
which kills puppies, 

Doctor Nicolle found that serum 
from the blood of human beings in- 
noculated with the distemper virus 
produced the disease in puppies, 
while man was immune, Animals 
serve as carriers for numerous hu- 
man diseases—-rats for bubonic 
plague, cattle for tuberculosis, ete. 
This is one of the first cases on rec- 
ord where it is shown that man may 
be the carrier of an animal disease. 

Doctor Nicolle interprets his 
findings as showing that the human 
race was subject to the distemper 
virus long before the canines and 
through the ages developed immu- 
nity to it. Now man contracts the 
disease only in such an attenuated 
form that there are no recognizable 
symptoms. The dog has not had 
time to develop this natural immu- 
nity. 


Hun Warriors Unearthed 

Discovery of some graves of the 
terrible Huns, who ravaged south- 
ern Europe during the first few cen- 
turies after Christ aids in tracing 
the connection of ancient Mongolia 
with the East and West. The finds 
show both a Chinese and a Grecian 
influence. Almost all the tombs con- 
tained golden ornaments, tapestries, 
carpets, weapons or idols. The re- 
mains of these Mongolian princes 
were badly preserved, only the hair 
being intact. Approximately 150 of 
the Hun graves were located by the 
Kosloff expedition which proceeded 
with a caravan of 50 camels to the 
region near Urga, northeast Mon- 
golia. The coffins lay in subterran- 
ean mausoleums constructed of 
ebony. Thieves had rifled many of 
the tombs, but while taking much of 
value did not destroy the rest.

Add _ three 
well-beaten egg yolks and salt to 
taste. Fold in three stiffly-beaten 
egg whites, and pour into a but- 
tered baking dish.
